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New move to end 
bus station row 


A COUNCIL transport 
chief and officials 
have visited Hav¬ 
erhill's new bus 
station to listen to 
complaints. 

Bus passengers have 
criticised the £350,000 
revamp of the bus 
station which was 
carried out by St 
Edmundsbury Borough 
Council on behalf of 
Suffolk County Council. 

Cllr Guy McGregor, the 
county’s portfolio holder for 
roads transport and planning, 
visited the station with council 
officials to look at the 
problems. 

Afterwards he said that one 
of the issues had been 
confusion about where pass¬ 
engers were meant to get off 
incoming buses. 

There is a separate drop-off 
point before the buses move 
on to pick up passengers at 
the bus stops. 

“I think we have resolved 
it,” he said. “I spoke to the 
Traffic Commissioner and it 
appears that the companies 
had not conveyed to their 
drivers how the system should 
operate.” 

He said the new smaller bus 
shelters which replaced the 
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three larger shelters at the 
station should be adequate for 
people queuing for particular 
bus routes. 

“What rather let us down 
was the marking up of the bus 
shelters and the ordering of 
the proper timetable inserts,” 
he said. 

“It’s a shame. We worked 
very hard, but we let ourselves 
down by not having 
everything available. If things 
need tweaking we will do 
that.” 

He said a “real time” bus 
information system had been 
held up due to legal issues in 
France involving the collapse 
of the American company 
supplying the system. 

He said the county council 
was working with Transport 
for London to resolve the 
problem, adding the cabling 
was already installed in 
readiness for the displays 
which will show when the 
next bus is due. 

“I’m sure the people of 
Haverhill will benefit from the 
new bus station,” he said.

Medal honour 
for liberator

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WAR veteran Derek 
Turner made an 
emotional return 
to Holland where 
he fought as a 
Royal Marine Com¬ 
mando. 

Mr Turner, 85, 
received a commem¬ 
orative liberator’s medal 
for his services, along 
with around 30 other 
veterans who made the 
trip. 

The visit, organised 
by the Royal Marines 
and supported by the 
National Lottery, com¬ 
memorated the land¬ 
ings on the island of 
Walcheren, on Nov¬ 
ember 1, 1944, in prep¬ 
aration for an invasion 
to push German forces 
out of Holland. 

As a young marine of 
20 Mr Turner, of Dash 
End, Kedington, was in 
the thick of the fighting 
which saw the British 
forces sustain 40 per 
cent casualties. 

As part of a machine 
gun section he 
continued up the River 
Maas into Holland. 

He said: “I had just 
come back from North 
Africa and missed D- 


Day because we were 
travelling back,” said 
Mr Turner who works as 
a volunteer at Haver¬ 
hill’s British Heart 
Foundation shop. 

During the weekend 


visit he stayed with 
surviving members of a 
Dutch family who gave 
him accommodation 
for three months during 
the war. 

“We have kept in 


touch and they are like 
an extended family,” he 
said. 

Mr Turner, originally 
from Hackney in East 
London, also visited the 
war cemetery at 
Bergen-op-Zoom where 
one of his friends from 
the Marines, who was 
killed by a sniper, is 
buried. 

He also laid a flower 
on the grave of a 
serviceman named 
Turner, although he was 
not a relative. 

He said: “The grave 
has the inscription: 
‘We’re not able to visit 
this grave ourselves, so 
would you lay a flower 
on it for us.’” 

The trip included two 
concerts by the Royal 
Marines band and a 
ceremony at which the 
veterans were pre¬ 
sented with com¬ 
memorative medals by 
a high-ranking Dutch 
officer. 

“It was a brilliant 
weekend and very well 
organised,” said Mr 
Turner, who has just 
received another award 
- from the British Heart 
Foundation for five 
years service as a 
volunteer in the shop.

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Swap till you drop is a 
swishing way to dress 



Wardrobe full of unworn items? Simply have nothing to wear - but can’t afford to 
splash out on a new outfit? We may have the answer. As part of our Barclays

STEPHEN EXLEY has been finding out about the new craze of “swishing”.

NEVER mind getting 
money for old rope - the 
latest craze to hit 
Cambridge involves 
getting rid of unwanted 
clothes and getting a 
stylish new wardrobe in 
return. 

Swishing, or clothing 
exchange, involves participants 
giving up unwanted or unused 
clothes, shoes or accessories, 
and in return picking up 
someone else’s cast-offs free of 
charge. 

The practice was founded in 
2000 when Lucy Shea, founder 
of green PR firm Futerra, and 
her work colleagues wanted to 
come up with a way to 
combine a love of retail 
shopping without contributing 
to increased consumption. 

Monetary value does not 
come into the equation, with 


no cash changing hands and 
participants not being 
expected to have to take home 
something worth a similar 
price to the items they 
brought. 

The practice is simply about 
getting rid of unwanted items 
without sending them to 
landfill, according to Andrew 
Martin of the Cambridge 
Design Collective (CDA). The 
CDA’s first swishing event in 
Cambridge took place at 18 
Jesus Lane, and proved to be 
roaring success with bargain- 
hungry fashionistas. 

He said: “It went really well. 
We had planned for the event 
to run from noon-4pm, but it 
only lasted until 2pm in the 
end as we hardly had anything 
left.” The high-quality clothes 
on offer were brought to the 
event for all sorts of different 
reasons, he explained. “A lot of 
people find they want to get rid 


of impulse buys, some of 
which are unworn and still 
have their tags on - or are now 
too small or too big for them to 
wear,” he says. “The swishing, 
or clothes swapping, 
phenomenon started to come 
to the forefront of public 
awareness last year. 

“It’s a way of taking 
unwanted clothes and original 
garments and swapping them 
for something that someone 
else doesn’t want, and that you 
do. First and foremost, it’s a 
great way of stopping clothes 
ending up in landfill. 

“We also like to use the 
events to promote local 
shopping and designers, and 
we had a workshop for 
revamping and restyling 
things.” According to the 
swishing.org website: 

“Swishing is shopping without 
the hangovers. We all bring 
nice, clean, presentable clothes 


that are lurking unloved in our 
wardrobe, and other girls fall in 
love with them and give them a 
good home. 

“You might bring one 
sweater and take two pairs of 
shoes, or hang a party frock on 
the ‘swishing rail’ and take a 
pair of skinny jeans and feather 
boa.” At the Cambridge event, 
stylists were on hand to try to 
persuade visitors to actually 


take their own clothes home 
with them, but using stylish 
additions and modifications to 
prevent them being consigned 
to the back of the wardrobe. 

Mr Martin said: “Instead of 
getting rid of old clothes, you 
can turn them into something 
you’d actually wear. You can 
add trims, combine them with 
other garments, or change 
their shape.” 


The event also raised £155 
for Cancer Research UK. CDA 
is a new organisation 
committed to cultivating the 
next generation of fashion 
professionals in the city. 

A spokesman said: 
“Cambridge Design Collective 
is a new, independent and 
vibrant fashion-focused 
collective of designers, models, 
photographers, illustrators, 
hair and make-up stylists, 
filmmakers, visual artists, 
fashion writers, journalists, 
independent retailers and 
those with an interest in these 
areas. 

“Our aim is to engage and 
support local students and 
emerging practitioners 
alongside established, 
independent retailers and 
designers. We wish to highlight 
the breadth of talent in 
Cambridge and the 
surrounding area by 
promoting a collective of 
members.”

Policeman 
found body 
of man, 48 

A MAN’S decomposed 
body was found in his 
home after concerned 
neighbours alerted the 
police. 

Neighbours of Robin 
Townend, 48, told the 
police they had not seen 
him for at least two weeks, 
the inquest into his death 
heard. 

When a policeman went 
into his home in Vange 
Place, Haverhill, on 
September 26 he found 
mail piled up behind the 
front door and the body in 
an upstairs bedroom. 

Suffolk coroner Dr Peter 
Dean said dental records 
had to be consulted to help 
identify Mr Townend, a 
former factory worker. 

Neighbours told police 
that they rarely spoke to Mr 
Townend, who they 
thought had inherited the 
house from his parents. 

Dr Dean said a path¬ 
ologist was unable to 
establish the cause of death 
because of the body’s state 
of decomposition. 

He recorded an open 
verdict at the Bury St 
Edmunds inquest. 


Divers called in to 
search car In river 


POLICE divers launched a 
search after a car was dis¬ 
covered submerged in a 
river. 

Emergency services feared a 
possible drowning after the Ford 
Fiesta was spotted in the River 
Stour at Wixoe.

Are you eligible 
for rent help? 


FAMILIES with children will 
be able to get help towards 
paying their rent due to 
changes to benefit rules and 
their local Citizens Advice 
Bureau is urging them not 
to miss out. 

Haverhill CAB is urging parents 
who receive child benefit and 
rent their homes, but who at 
present get no housing benefit, to 
check their entitlement again. 

It has worked out that a single 
parent with two children, for 
example, who previously just 
missed out on getting any help 
towards paying the rent, could 
now be entitled to housing 
benefit of up to £21.58 a week. 

The rule change also means

some parents already receiving 
housing benefit will automatically 
see the amount they are entitled 
to go up, and more people will 
also become eligible for help in 
paying their council tax bills. 

The extra money will be 
available to help all tenants with 
children, whether they live in 
council housing, housing 
association property, or private 
rented accommodation. 

It comes about because from 
Monday, November 2, income 
from child benefit will no longer 
be taken into account when it 
comes to calculating entitlement 
to housing benefit and council 


tax benefit. 

CAB manager Brigitte Haig 
said: “We are seeing more and 
more families struggling to make 
ends meet and finding it 
increasingly hard to afford to pay 
their essential household bills, 
including their rent. 

“Our calculations show that 
this change in the rules could 
make a huge difference to them. 

“We would urge all parents in 
rented accommodation who are 
not at present getting any 
housing benefit to contact us or 
the council’s housing benefit 
department as soon as possible to 
find out if they qualify for this 
much-needed extra help.”

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Woman wins 
court appeal 


A WOMAN’S conviction 
for harassment has been 
overturned but a court 
order has been imposed 
banning her from con¬ 
tacting her alleged 
victims. 

Patricia Meads, 53, had 
been found guilty in her 
absence by magistrates at 
Bury St Edmunds in June. 

Meads, formerly of Warren 
Court, Haverhill, appeared 
at Ipswich Crown Court to 
appeal against that decision. 

She had been found guilty 
of two offences of harass¬ 
ment, against US service¬ 
man Joshua Warren and his 
wife Jennifer, both US 
citizens living at Laken- 
heath. 

Charles Myatt, prosec¬ 
uting, said Meads had struck 
up a relationship with the 
Warrens and they had also 
shared mutual friends. 

He said: “For various 
reasons that friendship 
seems to have soured, each 
side feeling that it was the 
aggrieved side.” 


The Warrens became 
concerned about emails sent 
to them by Meads and asked 
Suffolk police for advice. 
That led to a police officer 
visiting Meads and she was 
given a warning that if she 
continued with her alleged 
behaviour she could become 
liable to prosecution. 

While Meads did not 
contact the Warrens, she did 
contact Mr Warren’s senior 
officer at RAF Lakenheath, 
passing on copies of emails 
sent between them. Police 
considered that the move 
had breached the warning 
that Meads had been given. 

When interviewed Meads 
said she had felt under a 
duty to bring to the Laken¬ 
heath commanding officer’s 
attention the alleged 
behaviour of Mr Warren, in 
accordance with US law. 

But Mr Myatt said that 
under British law her actions 
were considered to amount 
to harassment and she was 
prosecuted. 

The appeal against con¬ 
viction hearing had been 


expected to last for two days, 
but concluded in less than 
half a day after Mr Myatt 
said that the Crown was 
content to offer no evidence 
to contest the appeal, 
subject to Meads being 
made the subject of a 
restraining order. 

Juliet Donovan, represent¬ 
ing Meads, said that no 
objection was being raised 
to the move. 

Mr Recorder Simon 
Blackford, sitting with two 
magistrates, upheld the 
appeal and agreed to impose 
a restraining order. 

The order bans Meads, 
who has now moved to 
Broad Street, Cambourne, 
from contacting directly or 
indirectly Mr and Mrs 
Warren or any members of 
their family. Meads is also 
prohibited from making 
contact with the US military 
authorities by any means 
concerning the Warrens. 

Mr Recorder Blackford 
said the restraining order 
would remain in force until 
further notice.

For example, the NHS 
Suffolk region has three 
minor injuries units that 
are a faster alternative to 
A&E departments for 
minor injuries and 
ailments, including 
Haverhill - all three 
opening seven days a 
week, including public 
holidays. 

No appointment is 
necessary and most 
patients are seen within 


an hour. 

GP surgeries also offer 
a minor injury service 
during their normal 
opening hours. 

Local high street 
pharmacists are qualified 
to give expert advice 
without an appointment 
- and can help with 
ailments such as sprains 
to stomach upsets, 
diarrhoea, runny noses, 
painful coughs and 
headaches. 

Dr Hassan added: “And 
don’t forget - to avoid 
sniffles and spreading 
infections such as swine 
flu - everyone can do 
their bit by washing their 
hands properly and 
regularly.”

New bid 
to stop 
robberies 
in region

A POLICE campaign to cut 
robberies at convenience stores 
and post offices has been 
launched. 

Suffolk, Cambridgeshire and Bed¬ 
fordshire police officers are involved in the 
campaign to combat the seasonal increase 
in crime. 

Police visits are part of Operation Arctic 
which has been run in previous years 
across East Anglia to prevent and detect 
robberies at post offices and stores, and 
ATM thefts. 

Crime prevention advice is being given 
to around 500 shops in villages and towns 
across Suffolk with similar numbers in the 
other counties involved in the campaign. 

Dave Gilson, Suffolk’s senior crime 
reduction officer, said: “Now the clocks 
have gone back and the evenings get 
darker, criminals can take the opportunity 
to prey on stores. 

“We want to give post office and shop 
managers information they can use to 
deter these people and keep themselves, 
their customers and their businesses safe. 
Simple things like locking staff doors and 
good outside lighting will help keep 
criminals at bay.” 

The packs also contain information on 
the Raid-control™ scheme which involves 
measures to improve security including 
the use of CCTV and indelible staining 
and note-marking equipment. 

Police have promised to increase “high 
visibility” patrols in vulnerable areas. 

Mr Gilson appealed for the public and 
shop staff to be alert about suspicious 
activities. 

He said: “It is likely that a criminal will 
visit the shop they want to target in the 
hours, days or weeks leading up to the 
offence. This could simply be driving past 
or sitting in vehicles outside. If the 
community acts as an extra set of eyes and 
ears, information passed to us could stop 
these visits before they become a serious 
incident.”

POLICE are urging members of 
the public and landowners across 
Suffolk to report any suspicious 
activities in a bid to crackdown on 
illegal raves in the county. 

Warnings are also being issued to 
anyone organising an illegal rave that any 
sound equipment found will be seized, 
causing significant financial loss to 
organisers. 

Residents play a key role in preventing 
raves by reporting any suspicious 
activities - such as trespassers taking an 
interest in what could be a potential rave 
site or invasions onto land by people with 
vans suitable for transporting sound 
equipment. 

Officers are also urging landowners to 
remain vigilant. Extra care should be 
taken to ensure that property entrances 
are secured wherever this is possible. 

Illegal rave organisers often have little 
concern for the health, safety and welfare 
of those attending the event, or for the 
local residents who are adversely affected 
by the rave. 

Suffolk and Norfolk Constabularies are 
collaborating this weekend to prevent, 
detect and disrupt illegal raves in both 
counties. Chief Superintendent David 
McDonnell said: “I want to warn anyone 
who is considering organising a rave that 
they will face prosecution - we have 
successfully prosecuted people who have 
organised raves in Suffolk in the past. We 
will also seek to prosecute anyone 
attending a rave who commits other 
offences, such as damage. 

“Early information from the public is 
critical if we are to prevent a rave from 
taking place. If we get reliable and timely 
information about where and when an 
event is being set up, generally we can get 
to the site, identify the organisers and 
seize sound and other equipment before 
the rave begins.”

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Music, faith and alternative 
therapies are aids for Khalid

Born with no eyes and 
suffering a whole raft of 
health problems, Khalid 
Memon finds peace in 
music. ALICE RYAN 
discovers how the 
24-year-old has learned 
to live life to the full. 



P LAYING his 
keyboard, 
performing a 
self-composed rap 
about peace, love and 
freedom, Khalid 
Memon is lost in his 
music. 

“We all have the right to 
be free,” he raps, “to be the 
people we wanna be.. ” 
Like many 24-year-old 
guys, Khalid is seriously 
into his music: as well as 
playing the keyboard, he 
plays drums and has his 
own mixing deck. But 
that’s where the 
similarities end - 
because Khalid is, in fact, 
very far from ordinary. 

Exposed to a toxic 
chemical while still in 
the womb - a garden 
fungicide - he was born 
with no eyes. 

Plagued by both 
dizziness and exhaustion, 
he is sick up to eight 
times a day. His spine is 
twisted and causes him 
constant pain. And, 
because his body 
produces no male 
hormone, he’s never hit 
puberty. 

Yet, warm, engaging 
and incredibly positive, 
Khalid refuses to give in 
to his disabilities. “The 
key thing is to never give 
up,” he explains. “I 
believe that we should 
live every day as if it's our 
last.” 


Khalid hit the head¬ 
lines earlier this month 
after thieves stole his 
mixing deck (from the 
shed of his family home 
in Haslingfield). Thanks 
to the generosity of 
readers, he has now been 
able to replace his kit. 

“Music means so 
much to me,” he 
explains. “It calms me 
down; it gives me peace. 
If I’ve had a bad day or 
I’m feeling angry I can 
just sit down, play music 
and let it all go ...” 

A student at Ware 
College in Hertfordshire, 
Khalid is in the middle of 
a personal development 
course. Unable to live 
independently, he is 
learning basic life-skills; 
the freedom he sings 
about is, for the 
moment, still a dream 
for him. 

“I can’t even make a 
cup of tea for myself, in 
case I get burnt,” 
explains Khalid. “That's 
hard sometimes. It’s 


hard to have to depend 
on other people for 
everything. Sometimes I 
do get angry and I break 
things: I've broken CDs, 
a digital radio, glasses ... 
But then I play my music 
and sing about 
something spiritual - I’m 
a Rastafarian, you see - 
and then I feel better 
about the world.” 

juveria, Khalid’s mum, 
says his disabilities 
became apparent the 
moment he was born. 
“His father said ‘Why 
hasn’t he opened his 
eyes?’ and then they 
took him away,” she 
remembers. “Then a 
nurse came in and said 
‘I’m sorry, I’ve got some 
bad news for you. I'm 
afraid your son’s blind - 
he’s got no eyes’... 

“I can remember it so 
clearly. She was standing 
about 10 feet away from 
me and I said ‘Can I have 
my baby?’. She just froze; 
she didn’t know, I think, 
what I was about to do. 


“I took him, put him 
in the bed next to me 
and he stayed there for 
the next seven days. He 
was my baby - a much- 
wanted baby - and I 
loved him.” 

At first, doctors 
suspected a genetic 
problem was to blame. 
But tests showed no 
abnormalities. “They 
couldn’t explain it,” 
continues juveria. “So 
we were left to get on 
with the rest of our lives, 
basically.” 

juveria says having a 
baby with special needs 
put an enormous strain 
on her marriage; in fact, 
she and her husband 
split before Khalid’s first 
birthday. 

Her son was, she 
continues, very slow to 
develop: he struggled to 
sit up, then to crawl, 
then to walk. But, after 
going to a special needs 
nursery, he went on to 
mainstream school. 

“They gave him

lessons with a little white 
cane, it was so cute,” 
remembers Juveria. “And 
he was happy. Children 
at that age are just 
themselves, they don’t 
think about being 
different.” 

When Khalid was 
seven, Juveria got a call 
from The Observer 
newspaper - completely 
out of the blue. 

“They had discovered 
that animals were being 
born with no eyes after 
being exposed to a 
particular chemical, a 
fungicide,” she explains, 
“and they wanted to know 
if I’d been exposed to it 
too, during my pregnancy. 
And I had: it was a garden 
fungicide which I’d used a 
few times. That was 
terrible, really terrible...” 

A case was mounted 
against the 
pharmaceutical 
company. It never came 
to court, but Juveria says 
she hasn’t given up on 
taking legal action and 
hopes to sue in the 
future. 

In the wake of the 
revelation about the 
fungicide, Juveria 
became a founder 
member of the national 
charity MACS (The Micro 
and Anophthalmic 
Children’s Society), 
which offers information 
and support to both 
families and health 
professionals dealing 
with disabilities like 
Khalid’s. “I’d felt like we 
were the only ones,” adds 
Juveria. “MACS made me 
feel so much less alone.” 

Then, when Khalid 
turned 11 and moved on 
to secondary school, his 
health suddenly began to 
deteriorate. “He started 
to feel sick all the time, 
his body began to twist 
and he was getting 
weaker and weaker,” says 
Juveria, who has two 
younger children too, 
now 16 and 15. 

Signed off by his 
paediatrician, who 
declared “nothing 
wrong”, Khalid’s 
condition spiralled: “I 
was so low on energy I 
was in bed all the time,” 
he says. “I didn’t feel like 


I wanted to carry on with 
life. I felt so sick and so 
dizzy and I was in a lot of 
pain.” 

Juveria took Khalid to 
the GP but, like the 
paediatrician, the doctor 
refused to accept there 
was anything wrong - 
even though the 
teenager’s weight had 
plummeted to little over 
5st. 

“The GP sent me to a 
psychologist,” exclaims 
Juveria. “I was told there 
was nothing wrong with 
him, there was 
something wrong with 
me. I was fuming! I wrote 
a very angry letter ... 
Ever since Khalid was 
born, everything has 
been a battle.” 

In the end, Khalid had 
to be withdrawn from 
school: as well as his 
declining health, he was 
suffering at the hands of 
a group of bullies. They 
crowded him in the 
corridor, pushed into 
him and even ran off 
with his cane. 

At its worst, Khalid’s 
condition rendered him 
house-bound for a year. 
But it wasn’t until he had 
a medical, part of the 
admissions process at a 
new school, that a doctor 
realised that Juveria had 
been right all along: 
aside from being born 
with no eyes, Khalid had 
a whole raft of other 
health problems. 

“Khalid was 16 and the 
doctor said ‘This boy 
hasn’t started puberty’,” 
remembers Juveria. “I 
was horrified.” 

A subsequent CT scan 
showed a series of 
lesions in Khalid’s brain - 
revealing an incredibly 
rare congenital 
condition, known as 
septo-optic dysplasia. 

As well as causing 
damage to the 
development of his eyes, 
the lesions had affected 
all kinds of other basic 
bodily functions, like the 
production of male 
hormone testosterone. 

Because Khalid’s 
condition went 
undiagnosed for so long, 
Juveria says his body and 
mind have both suffered 


lasting damage. The lack 
of hormone meant his 
bones failed to develop 
properly; his spine is 
now permanently 
deformed. 

Although he now takes 
a synthetic hormone, he 
will never go through 
puberty. And he still 
wakes every day feeling 
sick and dizzy. 

In 2002, Khalid hit 
rock-bottom and 
suffered a complete 
collapse. Then, in his 
early 20s, he wanted to 
live on his own: leaving 
home for a while, he 
moved into sheltered 
accommodation in 
Peterborough - but there 
wasn’t sufficient support 
for his complex needs 
and he just couldn’t 
cope. 

Juveria recently 
formed another support 
group: this time based in 
Cambridge, it’s called 
Disability Action and will 
focus on campaigning 
for services. 

“Having someone in 
your family with special 
needs is hard enough, 
without having to do 
battle with service 
providers for your 
rights,” she explains. “It’s 
unacceptable and, as a 
group, we will be 
campaigning for 
change.” 

While his mum is 
committed to charitable 
work, Khalid says he 
focuses on his music, his 
faith and alternative 
therapies to help him 
through. 

Drawn to Jamaican 
culture, he became a 
Rastafarian some time 
ago and says he shares 
the core beliefs of the 
religion - in peace, love 
and freedom. 

“I like rowing and 
fishing and fresh air, 
especially going out in 
the rain,” he says, with a 
grin. “And I like meeting 
people: I can tell just 
from someone’s voice if 
they’re warm-hearted or 
not. 

“Like I said, you have 
to live every day of your 
life as if it’s your last. And 
you should never give 
up.”

Musicians’ classical tribute 
to university’s celebrations

CAMBRIDGE Music Festival, 
the city’s biggest and most 
diverse musical extravaganza, 
is about to burst into life. 

The world-renowned festival will 
feature more than 50 concerts - and 
some will take place in unusual 
venues, such as museums, shopping 
centres and even park and ride bus 
stops. 

The theme, tying in with the 200th 
anniversary of the birth of Charles 
Darwin, is Music and Evolution. 

And many events will also be in 
tribute to Cambridge University, 
which is 800 years old this year. 

A spokeswoman for the festival, 
which is held every three years, said: 
“The span of events neatly couples 
the anniversaries not only of Darwin 
but Haydn, whose oratorio, The 
Creation, will be performed in King’s 
College Chapel. 

“Music to celebrate the wonders 
of the natural world has an important 
place in the programme, with family 
concerts in the Museum of Zoology, 
a study of the creative patterns of 
DNA and music, and a feast of South 
American music and dance, which 
mirrors the discoveries of HMS 
Beagle. 

“Performances involving 
Cambridge University musicians are 
also at the heart of the festival, as

well as special events in some of the 
university’s amazing buildings. One 
of these is a special public event in 
the Senate House on November 24, 
the day of the 150th anniversary of 
the publication of Darwin’s ground¬ 
breaking work, On the Origin of 
Species. 

“Held in partnership with the 2009 
Darwin Festival, there will be a 
concert there featuring a specially- 
commissioned quartet by John 
Ramsay - a distinguished geologist 


as well as a composer - performed 
by the Fitzwilliam Quartet and built 
on a programme of Darwin’s own 
work as a geologist and 
evolutionist.” 

The festival begins on Sunday with 
a series of family events in The 
Grafton shopping centre. 

It continues until November 29, 
with a finale featuring the Aronowitz 
Ensemble at Cambridge’s West Road 
concert hall. 

Gillian Perkins, who founded the 


festival and has been its director for 
the past 20 years, is bowing out at 
the end of the festival this time. 

She said: “In each and every 
festival, young student musicians 
give us a foretaste of their future 
careers. Their inspirational 
enthusiasm can be infectious, and it 
has certainly kept me going during 
the ups and downs of management.”

Increase your stock 
by taking cuttings 


I f you’re watching your 
budget and want to 
increase your plant stock 
without spending money, 
late autumn is the time to 
take hardwood cuttings 
from many deciduous 
shmbs. 

Stocks of roses, willows, 
weigelas, dogwoods and 
philadelphus can all be increased 
through hardwood cuttings. 

It can be done in the garden, 
and although the cuttings will take 
a year to root, it’s worth the wait as 
you will produce large specimens 
ready for planting out or potting 
up. 

Cut woody shoots from the base 
of the current year’s growth, 
making a straight cut below a leaf 
joint and a sloping cut at the tip 
above a bud and angled away from 
it to leave the cuttings 20-30cm 
long. 

The base can then be dipped 
into specially-formulated 
hormone rooting powder. 

Make a slit trench in a well- 
cultivated, vacant plot by pushing 
a spade backwards and forwards 
to create a V shape in the soil, with 
added organic matter. 

Push the cuttings in vertically, 
30cm apart, firming the soil back 
around them with your heel along 
each side of the row and closing 
the trench. Water in well. 

By next summer, the cuttings 
should have produced sideshoots, 
and in autumn you'll have tough, 
bushy plants ready for 
transplanting to your chosen spot. 

Hardy plants can be rooted in a 
sheltered part of the garden or in a 
pot of soil-based compost in a

garden frame overwinter, putting 
them outside in the spring. 

There are many other ways of 
propagating plants, including 
dividing clumps of grasses, 
herbaceous perennials such as 
hostas and wild geraniums 
(cranesbill). 

The best time to lift and divide is 
the spring, just as growth is 
beginning, or late autumn, as the 
plant’s foliage is dying down for 
the winter. Tough perennials such 
as Michaelmas daisies can be 
divided in the autumn. 

Hostas and agapanthus also do 
well from dividing in late autumn. 
As hostas have such dense, 
congested roots, just lift the plant - 
root ball and all - and split the 
clump using a sharp knife. 

With old, congested plants, you 
may need to cut out the old woody 
centre of the clump which doesn’t 
have many strong roots, retaining 
the stronger roots on the outside 
of the plant. 

The divided plants can be 
planted at a depth the same as 
previously grown, the hole infilled 
with a soil-based potting compost 
which will retain more moisture. 

Firm it with your heel to stop air 
pockets around the plant. They 
can then be watered in well and 


left to settle. If you want to increase 
your houseplant stock, leaf 
cuttings may be taken between 
spring and late autumn and are 
particularly suitable for 
propagating African violets, 
Begonia rex and streptocarpus. 

With African violets, remove a 
whole young leaf complete with 
stalk and push the stalk into a pot 
of seed compost until the leaf rests 
on the surface. 

Place the pot in a heated 
propagator, and within around six 
weeks a new plant should have 
formed at the base of the leaf. 
When it is about 2.5cm high, 
separate it from the old leaves and 
pot it on in a soil-less compost. 

The leaves of Begonia rex can 
also be laid flat on a tray of 
compost, with the stalk removed. 
The main veins should be cut 
using a sharp knife and the 
underside of the leaf secured to the 
compost using cocktail sticks or 
fine wire. 

Keep the compost moist to 
create humidity, but don’t wet the 
leaf or it may rot. 

If kept humid, a young plant 
should form at each nick. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Miscanthus (Silver grass) 

This ornamental grass creates 

movement and texture in the 
autumn garden, and different 
varieties range from 60cm to 3m, 
so there’s at least one for every 
garden. 

It’s not evergreen, but its green 
colour lasts well into winter, when 
the tufts of gold or straw or bronze 
look fantastic dusted with frost. 

Good varieties include M 
sinensis ‘Zebrinus’, which has 
horizontal broad gold stripes, 
while M sinensis ‘Kleine Fontane’ 
has gently arching leaves and silky 
flower spikes in autumn. 

In spring, cut down the foliage to 
make way for new growth. 
Miscanthus does best in full sun in 
moist but well-drained soil. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

- Chicory (Cichorium intybus) 

This salad crop goes well in a 

bowl of mixed leaves, its bitter 
taste adding bite to many salad 
combinations, and it is relatively 
cold and drought-resistant. 

There are three types: witloof, 
which grows as a rosette of leaves 
forming a deep root that, when 
harvested, can be forced in a 
warm, dark spot to produce 
chicons (white, leafy buds); red 
chicory, also known as radicchio, 
which forms hearts; and sugarloaf, 
again a heart-forming type. 

Chicory thrives in an open, 
sunny site, does well on poor soils 
and needs little fertiliser. Sow 
Witloof in late spring and early 
summer for forcing in autumn, 
while red and sugarloaf varieties 
can be sown from mid-spring to 
late summer. 

It can be grown in short rows on 
the vegetable patch or allotment, 
and is also ideal for raised beds 
and large pots. 

Good varieties include the red 
type ‘Jupiter’ and ‘Pain de Sucre’, a 
hearted sugarloaf.

Shocking statistics indeed, 
and national organisation 
Road Safety GB has responded 
by supporting the 
Department for Transport’s Be

The campaign encourages 
children to wear bright, 
reflective clothing - but Road 
Safety GB is also calling for 
both drivers and adult 
pedestrians to be more aware 
at this time of year. 

“Although the number of 
people being killed or injured 
on our roads is actually 
decreasing slightly, November 
is particularly dangerous for 
all road users - especially in 
the evening rush hour,” says 
Road Safety GB chairman 


Alan Kennedy 

“Drivers need to be 
especially watchful, and 
ensure vital items such as 
headlights are working 
correctly.” 

Road Safety GB has 
launched a series of posters 
which show three pairs of 
children walking on a 
pavement alongside a road - 
in each case, one child is 
wearing high-visibility 
clothing, while the other is 
not. It doesn’t take a genius to 
work out that a small 
investment in reflective 
clothing items could well 
prove a life-saver.

The Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents is also 
urging motorists to keep an 
even greater lookout for 
cyclists and pedestrians. 

The Institute of Advanced 
Motorists, meanwhile, is 
warning Britain’s drivers to 
cut their speed to reflect the 
seasonal poor light and bad 
weather. 

“Optimum driving 

conditions are now ending, 
after an autumn with 
reasonably good weather. 
More hours of darkness 
require slower speeds - earlier 
darkness means children are 
still on their way home,” says 
IAM chief examiner Peter 
Rodger. 

“Late afternoon and early 
evening, the time when most 
casualties happen, is now in 
darkness.”

Tough life: For the younger driver. 


31 is average 
age for named 
second driver’s 
insurance deal 


THE average age of sons 
and daughters driving on 
their parents’ insurance 
has rocketed, it was 
revealed this week. 

In the last 12 months, the 
average age of a child named 
as a second driver on their 
parents’ policy has gone up 
from 25 years to 31 years, a 
survey by price comparison 
site uSwitch.com shows. 

Nearly 40 per cent of 
drivers now have a second 
named driver on their car 
insurance policy, the poll 
also showed. 

Also highlighted by 
uSwitch.com was the fact 
that insurance fraud adds an 
average of £44 a year to every 
household’s general 

insurance costs. 

One habit that has 
increased since the recession 
started is “fronting”, which 
involves a young person 
buying and registering a car 


in their own name, but 
telling insurers that the 
parent is the main driver. 

Also, as many as 20 per 
cent of 17 to 20-year-olds 
drive without insurance. 

Mark Monteiro of 
uSwitch.com said: “Not only 
are hard-up ‘kidults’ living at 
home for longer, but they are 
hanging around on their 
parents’ insurance policies 
for longer too. 

“It is no secret that 
younger drivers pay far 
higher premiums than older 
motorists because of the 
higher risk involved. But 
many are now getting around 
it by becoming a named 
driver on their parents’ 
policy instead. The practice 
becomes illegal though when 
a younger motorist buys and 
registers a car in their own 
name, but the insurer is told 
falsely that a parent is the 
main driver.”

Mobile users irritate most 


MOTORISTS making mobile 
phone calls while on the move is 
the single most irritating thing to 
other drivers, it was revealed this 
week. 

As many as 64 per cent cite 
use of hand-held mobiles as their 
number one pet hate on the 
roads, a survey by breakdown 
service Autonational Rescue 
showed. 

The next most-irritating thing for 
drivers is being overtaken in 
dangerous situations, followed by 
being “carved up” by another 
motorist and drivers not using 
indicators. 

Speeding motorists, middle- 
lane “hoggers” and those who go 
too slowly for the road conditions 
are also among the top 10 hates. 

Autonational marketing 
manager Ronan Hart said “It is of 
course a criminal offence for 
motorists to use a hand-held 
mobile phone on the move. 

“But a lot of people still don’t 


realise - or just ignore the fact - 
that this includes when you are 
waiting at traffic lights or in a 
traffic jam.” 

The survey, based on 
responses from around 1,000 
adults, showed that these were 
the most-annoying driving habits: 

1. Drivers using mobiles on the 
move; 

2. Being overtaken in dangerous 
situations; 

3. Being “carved up” by another 
motorist; 

3. Other drivers not using their 
indicators; 

5. Speeding motorists who drive 
too fast for the road conditions; 

6. Drivers who “hog” the middle 
lane of motorways; 

7. Motorists who drive too slowly 
for the conditions; 

8. Drivers who fail to 
acknowledge acts of courtesy 
from other motorists; 

9. Motorists who drive too close 
to the vehicle in front.
